NATURAL HISTORY EXHIBITION. 

Held during the Conference Week at the Friends' Schoolroom, 
St. Martin's La?ie [by kind 'permission ). 

This annual Exhibition is rapidly out-growing its present designation, 
and promises to become as much an Exhibition of Art as of Natural 
History collections. This seems mainly due to the fact of brush-work 
being so widely used in Nature Note-books, as well as in designs for 
panels, book covers, etc. 

We were most fortunate in being able to see specimens from 
Mrs. Perrin’s exquisite series in brush-work of British Wild Flowers, 
furnishing us with an ideal for our children to aim at in both unlaboured 
freshness and finished detail of work. 

Some quite beautiful paintings of budding trees were sent by 
Gladys Clark Kennedy, well calculated to fire any child who saw them 
with a wish to make such a collection for herself. From the North 
Eondon Collegiate School for Girls were sent some good paintings from 
Nature, and illustrations of a new and useful way of showing various 
hinds of roots and underground stems, e.g., a carrot was shown in 
coloured chalk on cardboard cut to shape, which hung by a paper hinge 
°ver another drawing beneath, which showed the same carrot in section. 

Miss Rooper sent a contribution, from the Bournemouth branch ot the 
Union, of Nature Note-books showing most creditable work done by 
children from eight years old. Two collections having to do with 
free-growths were very neatly arranged, one of the twigs of various trees,

A very neat case of geological specimens was sent 
Z . i uven ile exhibitor, showing that it is quite possible even early i n l ife 
to get the beginnings of a really good collection. 

‘•Product’’ maps were also to be seen— minute pieces of gram, metal, 
coal etc adorning the countries, that produce each, convincing us that 
lists’of imports and exports are not the most fascinating or quickest means 
of learning something of this branch of geography 
The more strictly artistic part of the exhibition was quite a revelation 
of the extent to which brush-drawing may be made a means of self- 
expression. The School Board for London contributed some prize speci- 
mens of work for specific objects— for book covers, panels, etc., the space 
for the work being allotted, but the designs left entirely to the taste and 
judgment of the painter. The “blob” appeared, too, in all stages of 
development. The Dulwich Hamlet School sent a special exhibit of studies 
of butterflies from Nature, done for the first time expressly for this Exhi- 
bition, and the subject seems to have awakened fresh interest and called 
forth unexpected results, the Natural History types used in brush-work 
having been hitherto almost exclusively confined to the field of botany. 

A delightful lecture was given during the afternoon, by the Rev. 
Theodore Wood, upon some of the animals and birds that may be met 
with in almost every country side. The children listened with the greatest 
interest, and were delighted with illustrations on the blackboard in 
coloured chalks, and with the graphic way in which the lecturer put forth 
the results of his own observations of the creatures of which he told us. 

We can only hope that next year will show us a still further development 
of interest in different branches of Natural History, and still better results 
of training in form and colour. 

In that case we shall really need a well lighted gallery and a compara- 
tively spacious room to do justice to the Exhibition.
